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WORLD COCOA BEAN HARVEST SEEN 


SLIGHTLY LARGER THAN 1974/75’s 


Summary 


World cocoa bean production for 1975/76 is now 
expected to reach only 1,548,700 metric tons, up slightly 
from the 1974/75 harvest of 1,535,500 tons. Early season 
prospects had indicated an increase of nearly 6 percent, but 
a disappointing rate of harvesting in West Africa has 
necessitated a downward revision in estimates for Ghana, 
Nigeria, and the Ivory Coast. Estimates for Togo and the 
Dominican Republic have also been reduced. However, 
production in Cameroon is now forecast to reach an all- 
time high this season. 

Reflecting lower sugar and cocoa prices and the pros- 
pects of an economic recovery in most consuming nations, 
world cocoa bean grindings in 1976 are forecast to increase 
to 1.5 million tons, up from 1975 grindings of 1.43 million. 
After adjustment fora | percent weight loss, a modest stock 
buildup of around 35,000 tons is projected, following an 
increase of about 85,000 tons in 1975. 

New York spot Accra cocoa bean prices during January 
averaged 75.2 cents per pound, up from December levels of 
74.1 cents, but under the January 1975 average of 86.1 
cents. Prices during calendar 1975 averaged 74.9 cents per 
pound, down from the record 1974 annual average of 98.3 
cents. New York spot prices for imported cocoa butter 
averaged $1.40 per pound during 1975, compared with 
$1.88 a year earlier. January 1976 prices averaged $1.48. 

U.S. imports of cocoa beans and cocoa products in 1975 
were valued at $466.1 million, down slightly from the 
record 1974 import cost of $469.1 million. U.S. cocoa bean 
grindings in 1975 totaled 454.8 million pounds (206,296 
tons),-off 10 percent from 1974 grindings of 506 million 
pounds (229,520 tons). A larger U.S. grind is forecast this 
year. 


Major Preducers 


Africa 


African production is now forecast at 1,042,700 tons, up 
4 percent over that of 1974/75. Earlier forecasts predicted a 
h larger harvest, but less favorable growing conditions 
ing the later stages of crop development curtailed 
production. 
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Production in Ghana is not expected to exceed 405,000 
tons, representing an increase of 8 percent over that of 
1974/75. A $14 million loan through the World Bank and 
the International Development Association is to be made 
to finance a new cocoa development project. In addition, 
the Arab Bank For Economic Development In Africa will 
also participate with a loan of $5 million to help finance the 
replanting and rehabilitation of about 10,000 acres. The 
total cost of the cocoa project is estimated at $21.9 million. 
Other aspects of the project involve the provision of credit 
to smallholder farmers, training in modern production 
techniques, and equipment for feeder roads maintenance. 

Nigerian production has been revised downward to 
235,000 tons. Although the crop is not expected to be as 
large as earlier anticipated, it will still be above the poor 
1974/75 harvest of 213,000 tons. 

Preliminary data indicate that Nigeria’s exports of cocoa 
beans during January-September 1975 totaled 152,742 
tons, of which 76,478 tons were to the USSR, 20,302 tons to 
the United Kingdom, 17,851 to the United States, 14,792 to 
the Netherlands, and 14,258 to West Germany. 

Ivory Coast production is now expected to reach only 
215,000 tons, well under the record 1974/75 harvest of 
242,000. However, production in Cameroon is now fore- 
cast at a record 125,000 tons, up from 118,000 in 1974/75. 


South America 


Reflecting smaller harvests by Brazil and Ecuador, 
South American production is forecast at 357,600 tons, 
down 8 percent from the 1974/75 outturn of 388,200. 
Brazil's 1975/76 crop is forecast at 237,000 tons, off about 
11 percent from the record 1974/75 harvest of 266,600 tons. 
The 1975/76 Bahia main crop is estimated at 1.8 to 2.0 mil- 
lion bags (108,000 to 120,000 tons), compared with the 
1974/75 main crop of 1.61 million bags (96,807 tons). It is 
too early to provide an accurate appraisal of the 1976 Bahia 
temporao crop, but a provisional estimate of 1.7 million 
bags (102,000 tons) is being made at this time. Other pro- 
ducing areas in Brazil are expected to harvest about 
300,000 bags (18,000 tons) this season. 

During 1973 and 1974, 6,200 acres of new cocoa were 
planted in the States of Para, Amazonas, and Rondonia. 


The State of Para accounted for most of the new plantings 
with 3,700 acres, followed by Amazonas and Rondonia 
with 1,250 acres each. 

Brazil's exports of cocoa beans during January- 
November 1975 totaled 161,641 tons valued at $201 mil- 
lion, compared with exports of 118,950 tons valued at $190 
million during the corresponding 1974 period. Cocoa 
butter exports for the first 11 months of 1975 were 19,321 
tons valued at $55 million, compared with 26,576 tons 
valued at $91 million for the similar 1974 period. 

Production in Ecuador is forecast at 70,000 tons,,down 
about 7 percent from the 1974/75 harvest of 75,000. 


Major Importers 


U.S. cocoa bean imports in 1975 totaled 236,764 tons 
valued at $323.7 million, up from 1974 imports of 224,620 
tons valued at $316.4 million. Brazil was the largest sup- 
plier with 74,461 tons, followed by Ghana with 46,233, the 


Ivory Coast 33,983, the Dominican Republic 22,773, and 
Nigeria with 15,474 tons. 

U.S. cocoa bean grindings during the fourth uo 
1975 totaled 130.1 million pounds, up 21.2 percent over the 
unusually low fourth quarter 1974 grind of only 107.3 mil- 
lion pounds. However, grindings for the year totaled only 
454.8 million pounds (206,296 tons), off 10.1 percent from 
1974 grindings of 506 million pounds (229,520 tons. 
Annual U.S. grind in 1976 is expected to be near 500 mil- 
lion pounds (227,000 tons). 

U.K. grindings in 1975 amounted to only 72,644 tons, 
down nearly 22 percent from the year-earlier grind of 
93,066. French grindings also were lower, amounting to 
33,750 tons, off nearly 9 percent from 1974 grindings of 
36,915. Japan’s grind for the first 9 months of 1975 totaled 
20,821 tons, representing a decline of 4.2 percent from the 
corresponding 1974 period. 

The Netherlands grind during 1975 amounted to 119,400 
tons, up 3.9 percent over the year-earlier grind of 114,910. 
West Germany's grind in 1975 was 138,996 tons, about 
unchanged from the 1974 grind of 138,164.
